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Remarks on the A& for amending the Highways. 


SIR, 


I fend you a few remarks, made on a 
curfory perufal of the act for reduc- 
ing into one all the ftatutes relating to 

. the highways. 


Firtt, I am forry to find that timber, 
ftanding in hedges, is not to be touch’d: 
and think that two juftices fhould have 
been empowcred to order fyrveyors to 
cut down fuch trees, if it Jhould appear 
to them (the juftices) that the road was 
injured by them. 
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ability be afcertained, in the cafe of tax- 
ing money, &c; I anfwer, tax them up 
at aventute; and, if any find theméelves 
agrieved, let them {wear off. 


A The experience of ages, has fhewn 


the inutility of ftatute. work. It is a 
burden from which every body has en- 
deayoured, and always will endeavour to 
{creen themfelves, and one another. 
Teams and labourers coming out for 
ftatute work, are gencrally idle, care- 
lefs, and under no commands. I have 


Secondly, I humbly think furveyors B found, by ten years fervice in the office 


fhould be permitted to brufh, or prune 
hedges at any time of the year, as before, 
and not be confined to the winter months 
only; otherwife fuch hedges, in narrow 
deep roads, will inevitably prevent any 
fervices being done to them. The win- 
ter feafon is very proper to pla/fb and 


new make hedges; but they fhould be C veyor.

Thirdly, I am furprized that the 
power given the juftices by a former act, 
to order the furveyors to cut hedges low 
fhould be /eft out in this.

who come out upon the ftatute. They 
make a holiday of it, lounge about, and 
triflle away their time. As they are in 
no danger of being turned ont of their 
work, they ftand in no awe of the fur- 
It is a common faying amongft 
us, (occafioned by the liftiels behaviour 
of fuch people) that if a drop of fweat 
fhould happca to fall from any ef them, 
it would infallibly produce a quagmire. 
In fhort, ftatute work will never mend 
the roads effeétually. However, it may 
be faid by this act, people may com- 


Such D pound; I am glad of it; as I am of 


opinion that the money raifed by the 
loweft compofition, mentioned in the 
aé&t (well and judicioufly laid out), wilt 
do more real fervice, than if the whole 
ftatute work were to be performed, in 
the manner fuch work always was, and 
I fear, always will be done.

In general we may conclude, that 
the conditions of all engagements at 
play are contrary to the rules of juftice;

‘TRE name of John fames Rouffean is 
now known all over £urope, not 
fo ‘much by his writings, as.by the 
chargé hé brought before, the public 
againtt Mr. Hume, and the arguments 

he produced in his own vindication, 
It is Femarkable, that about the be- 
inning Of the prefent century, John 
aptift Roufeau entertained the world 
with an accifation of much‘ the 
farie Wature, againft M. Saurin, a 
French academician, which, though at- 
tended with more ferious confequen- 
tes than that of the late charge, was 
not’ Jef$ fingular, nor lefs: ably fup- 
ported.

alarm’d at the confequences, appealed 
to parliament againit the injuttice of 
the outrage done him, and raifed on 
the plea of falfe imprifonment an op- 
pofite information, by which he ob- 
tained ah attachment againft the cap- 
tain, | This fuit, however, foon ter- 
in a mutual compofition, 
and both were difcharged without da-

‘oO purfue his revenge, however, 
againft the club, and to efface the im- 
preffions which the virulence of the 
verfes ‘had univerfally excited againft 
the author, M. ye ae determined to 
charge one of their own body as the 
libeller, and accordingly pitched up- 
on M. Saurin, a ftranger in Parts, 
without fortune, living in obfcurity, 
and formerly a minifter of the Refor- 
med Religion, as the perfon whofe 
ruin he could mofteafily effect, and a- 

inft whom the fcandal was moft 
ikely to be believed. Add to this, 
the opportunity he found to facilitate 
his fcheme, by corrupting a young 
‘cobler boy, named Arzold, who lived 
over-againtt M. Saurin, and went. of 
his errands, and a bailiff’s follower, 
named Millet, who fometimes acted as 
a porter. With the affittance of thefe 
two infamous hirelings, properly in- 
ftruéted, he ventured. to charge M. 
4Saurin with being the author of the 
{candalous verfes a{cribed to himfelf. 
To prove his charge, Millet {wore 
that he left the verfes with M. Boindin, 
and that he received them from Ar- 
nold. Arnold, at the fame time, con- 
firmed what Millet had fworn, and ad- 
ded, befides, that he received them 
trom M. Saurin. By thefe depofiti- 
ons Rouféau procured an attachment 
inf the unfortunate victim, caufed 
him o be arrefted in the moft public 
manner, and infifted on his papers 
being all fealed up, as from them 
fome collateral evidence might be 
procured, which would probably fix 
the faét beyond all poflibility of a 
doubt. He had been apprized that 
all the members of the club had made 
tranfcripts of the verfes; and, as he 
had forefeen, there was an incorregt 
copy found among the papers taken 
out of M. Saurix’s clofet. There 
were in this tran{cript many erafures 
and alterations, of which Roufeay 
upon trial, made a proper ufe. Ai 
Paris interefted themfelves in the e- 
vent of this caufe. The zealous Ca- 
tholics were clamorous againit the 
newly converted Heretic, and pro- 
nounced the firft imputation againft 
Reufcan a deteftable finefle of his old

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religion ; But the more. moderate 
men of fenfé were of another, mind. 
They founded their opinion wpen the 
verfes themfelves, which they declared 
were fuch as none but a prafefled, po- 
et was capable of producing that 
M. Saurin was a mathematician, and 
no poet ; and that it was.morally im- 
poflitie tor a perfon of his turn, tobe 
the author of the verfes in queftion, 
To invalidate this argument, M. 
Rouffeau caufed fome verfes to. be pub- 
lithed, which M. Seariz, on a;parti- 
cular occafion, had_addreffed to; Méde 
la Motte, (/ee p. 603) and which he.e- 
very where declared, difcovered the 
genius of M. Saurin to be equally.a- 
dapted toeither icience, butthat he had 
made choice of the latter as the moft 
lucrative. Helikewile caf an. odium 
on his character, as a man_ who had 
deferted his religion to avoid the cen- 
fures of his fraternity, and. not from 
conviction of. confcience ; .and,-.in 
fhort, he fo poifoned the minds of the 
public by afperfions. artfully devifed, 
and feafonably thrown out, that fome 
of the beft families in France openly 
declared againft him. . To remove 
thefe prejudices, and to regain his cre- 
dit with the public, M. Saurin found 
it neceffary to draw up the taPowin 
account of his irreproachable life an 
manners, from his firft leaving France, 
to the time when this unjuft profecu- 
tion was commenced againft him, 


WAS, fays he, bred up in the Re- 

formed Religion under my father, 
‘who was a minifter of that profeffion, 
in which I my(elf was ordamed two 
years before the revocation of the edict 
of Nantz. Before I {pentmany months 
in the duties of my charge, an affair 
of religion obliged me. to leave the 
kingdom. I took fhelter firt at.Ge- 
neva, where, during the time of. my 
ftay, I was feen by feveral perfons of 
merit, who are now in Paris, and who, 
with re(pect to the character I bore in 
that place, and the regard that was 
paid me, can give me a_tettimony 
which decency will not permit: me te 
give for myfelf. 

From Geneval went to Berne, where 
I was detained by the magiftrates, 
who gave me hopes of an eftablifhmeng 
in that part of their country which is 
called the Pais de Vaux. 

During this interval was publithed 


H the revocation of the edict of Nantz, 


which obliged a great number of re- 
formed minifters to take refuge in the 
Canton of Berne. : 

The living of Berchier, one of = 
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beit in the county of Yverdun, being 
vacant at that time, was conferred on 
me. #8 I was by this means the on- 
ly French minister fettled in that coun- 
try, this diftinction did me great ho- 
nour, but at the fame time it drew 
on me the jealoufy of all my brethren, 
both foreigners and natives. 

L.had for fome years difcharged my 
function in this place, when the lat- 
. téy, to prevenc the efablithment of 
fureignerssamongtt them, infinuated 
that-their principles were not ertho- 
dox, and fuggeited to the magiftrates 
that it would be proper to require of 
them the fame formulary, or confeffi- 
oa of faith, which the candidates for 
the miniftry in Switzerland and Geneva 
were obliged to fign at their admiffion. 

This formulary had been contrived 
formerly.on account of a new method 
ef explaining the doétrine of Calvin 
ep the article: of Grace. invented by 
Cameron, one of the moft famous Cal- 
winifiical divines of the latt age. 

This new explanation had raifed 

warm debates amongit the reformed 
churches, but efpecially at Gzzeua, 
where two learned profeffors of high 
seputation, headed oppofite parties, 
who difputed the point not without 
fome bitternefs, and carried matters 
to. a great height. In Savitzerland 
the civil authority fupporting thofe 
who maintained the old doétrine, the 
formulary (poken of, wascompofed to 
fiop the progrefs of the new. 
. On the contrary, in France, the lat- 
ter prevailed, and amongft the Refu- 
gee minifters at Berne. there was fcarce 
one who didnot efpoufe the fenti- 
ments of Cameron. 1 was one of the 
great number whom the formula:ly 
dilpleafed, 

However, the order for figning be- 
ing publifhed by authority, all the 
French minifters, both thofe who fol- 
lowed the received doétrine, as well 
as thofe who adopted the new, una- 
nimowfly agreed te unite, and ina bo- 
dy refufe to, fign, looking on it as a 
difgrace to religion, and a breach of 
Chriftian.charity, and brotherly love, 
to differ on fo flight an occafion. 

This generous refolution, however 
worthily taken, did not laft long, 
Every day fome member deferted the 
afiociation to fign privately, and at 
Jatt it came to be difcovered, that, one 
by one, they all had accepted the 
terms, except myfelf, 

The ingenious Bernard, who for fe- 
veral years paft, had publithed she

My affeétioi for my wife was very 
paffionate, and ‘it was yet heightened 
by the new obftacles flat feemed to 

ehwatt my defign. A& T'was ‘perfua- . 
A ded that ‘her parents would ‘eniploy 
their power and authority ‘in’ that 
country, which was confidérable, to 
prevent my regaining her, ¥ refoly- 
ed to go incognito to Lau/atne,’ and_ 
fecretly endeavour to prevail on her, 
in the confidence T had that’our mu- 
tual tendernefs would incline her to. 
confent to thare my fortune. 

M. de Meaux a log time earneftly’ 
oppofed this defign. He was appre- 
henfive that, newly converted as I 
was, inftead of recovering my wife, [ 
fhould relapfe myfelf, and confequent- 
ly flay in Switzerland; but in ‘con- 
clufon I fpoke to him with fuch im- 
portunity, and appeared fo bent to try 
the fuccets of the expedition, that he 
gave his content. Gratitude obliges 
me to an eternal remembrance of thée- 
marks of affection and'friendthip’ he 
gave me at my departure. He carried 
his goodnefs fo far, ‘as to write with 
D his own -hand’a ‘Tétter to my wife, 
which he intrufted to my care, full of 
the fincereft kindnefs, and the moft 
generous affurances of iis protection 
and friendthip, promifing her at the’ 
fame time an’entire freedom with re~ 
{pect to her religious liberty. 

I departed with this letter, and 2- 
nother from the Marefhal de Duras, 
for M. de Platiere, at that timé Go- 
vernor of Pontarlier, in the Franche 
Comte ;.and,-on my arrival at that 
place, I concerted meafures with that 
gentleman for going privately into 
Switzerland. ‘For this purpofe, «he 
gave me a paffport, by the name of the 
Sieur de la Fere, captain of horfe, go- 
ing into Svitzerland, to’ buy horfes 
for the king’s fervite.’ We were then 
at war with the’ Duke of Savvy, fo 
that the Savi/s cantons kept an exact 
neutrality, yet the frontiers on both 
fides were {tri€tly guarded. The vit- 
Glage of Ballague, belonging to the 

Bailywick ot Yverdua, is the firft place 

belonging to the canton” of Berne 

which we come toin going from Por- 
tarlier to Laufanne. 1 pafled without 
obftruction on thewing my pafiport to 
the governor of this village, where the 

Sewi/s had a corps de-garde, and I ar- 

rived that evening at Lauzanne. 

I took up my lodgings at a littleinn 
and fent tor a French refugee, who 
had-been my fervant. He informed 
me, that my father in law was then 
with the whole family at LauZannt, 

except 
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except my wife, whofe grief and thame. 
for my change of religion, made her 

refer the retirement of their country- 
feat, to living in the town. 

I was overjoyed to hear fhe was a- 
lone at Hermanczes,'a villa three leagues 
from ' Lauzanne, which belonged to 
her father, I could not with a more 
favourable opportunity. I wrote im- 
mediately to inform her of my arri- 
val, and to difpofe her to confent to 
a private interview. This letter I 
fent by my French man, and having 
the famé day the anfwer I defired, I 
was at Hermanges by midnight. 

Ilaid my account to meet with a 
very Cold reception, but my wife was 
young and fond, and feemed tranf- 
ported to fee me, but after the firft 

‘‘expreffions of tendernefs were over, I 
had a number of reproaches to en-
